The owner o2 gardener that would ſet Roſe frees to runne vp 
by the poles of the herber, ought wozkmanlie oy = doe 
the ſame about the middeſt of Febꝛuarie, and in the firſt quarter ot 
the Moone, the beds befoꝛe well reared with a ſtonie and dꝛie earth, 
and not with dung. The Roſe tries with their rotes, are alſo to
